Sooicty was held in the Church of the ePuritans ex 
Tuesday.

Among the many ware the 
Hapoakers of fho occasion, Messrs. WWondoll Phillips and 
William Lloyd Garrison, Georgo Thompson, esq., and 
Mrs. Francea Watkins Harper, Messra.

‘and Edmund Quinoy of Boston. ‘The exoroiscs were 
opened with prayer and singing, after which Wondell 
Phillipa was introduocd and mado o brief but eloquent
